Budget For Next Year 
Presented To City Council 


PLACENTIA — Members of the 
City Council are now studying 
their copies of the preliminary 
budget recently submitted to 
them by the city staff. They will 
begin holding study sessions on 
the budget this month. 

The budget shows an estimated 
general fund income of 
$2,098,809, up slightly from last 
year’s $1,941,631. The 
administration is recommending 
that a total of $1,968,325 be 
spent from the general fund, up 
from last year’s $1,856,245. 

Total estimated revenue in all 
funds, including gas tax, storm 
drain and utility users funds, 
totals $3,416,558 with total 
expenditures estimated at 
$3,424,477. 

Included in the budget under 
the utility users tax fund is the 
construction of a new fire station 


in south Placentia at a total cost 
of $80,000. Other capital outlay 
items such as police cars, autos, 
public works maintenance 
equipment, and recreation and 
parks equipment totaling $85,972 
is also proposed to purchased with 
utility tax funds. 

Major street improvements 
funded by the Arterial Highway 
Financing Program and the gas tax 
funds include the extension of 
Chapman Avenue from Kraemer 
Boulevard to Orangethorpe 
Avenue and the widening of 
Yorba Linda Boulevard and 
Kraemer Boulevard through the 
city. Money is also in the budget 
for the widening of Placentia 
Avenue from Sunset to Harmony 
and the construction of a traffic 
signal at the corner of Kraemer 
Boulevard and Madison Avenue. 


to finished up routine agenda 
items. 

The board had voted earlier to 
defer indefinitely any action on 
the tax election proposal since it 
feels that the district can operate 
during the next year on available 
funds. 

In deferring action the board 
agreed that although more money 
is not needed now, there was little 
doubt that a new tax election 
would have to be held next year. 

Dr. Ralph P. Ruth, board 
president, noted, “We haven’t 
removed the monster from the 
door, because it is still there when 
we look at the cash flow. But it 
looks like we can make it through 
the next year without a tax 
election.

Board Performance Is 
Community Disgrace 

What is the Board of Trustees of the Placentia Unified School 
District trying to do? Their immature "nit-picking" at board 
meetings is a disgrace to this school community. Their inability to 
conduct board business has resulted in endless sessions of futility for 
staff, teachers and public alike. Why? 

The board's inability tci accept the recommendations of their 
chosen Chief Administrative Officer, John Tynes, is a senseless 
waste of time. Tynes calls 'em as he sees 'em. 

The board's inability to say, "Oops, we goofed. We didn't really 
need the recent projected tax-override. We were supplied with very 
bad information." Who was responsible for this dilemma? 

Their inability to decide on a philosophy of undistributed 
reserve/cash flow is ludicrous. Agonizing hours of meetings have 
produced nothing but disenchantment for parents, taxpayers and 
PUSD employees alike. Why? 

We believe that the board should consider one of two alternatives: 
Study and act, based on staff recommendations and expertise--and 
be guided by their back-up material and rationale-or fire the staff. 

Alternative No. 2. Understand and practice their duties as elected 
trustees, ie. that they are responsible for establishing policies and 
procedures and that they are equally responsible to act decisively in 
matters of business and personnel. If the board is unable to function 
under these guidelines, they should resign-collectively and/or 
individually. 

If the Board of Trustees is unable to act decisively on either 
alternative, we believe that recall proceedings should be instigated. 

FACT: The board has spent 12 hours in closed door sessions since 
April 22 and rarely has an official announcement or decision been 
made. 

FACT: The board recently discussed the advisability of changing 
Xerox machines for 35 minutes-and then deferred action. 

FACT: The board has destroyed completely the morale of the 
administration, teachers and classified personnel with their 
unfounded, indecisive actions on matters of duties and dollars. 

FACT: Many good administrators and teachers have left this 
District already...and many more are resigning to seek a better 
climate for educating children. 

FACT: The board is insensitive to the facts of educational life. 
Very, very seldom is it mentioned that the basic job is to provide a 
plausible climate for the sound education of the students in this 
district. 

Wake up parents! Attend these board meetings and judge for 
yourself. Demand positive action from your elected trustees. It's 
your school district, your tax dollars, and most of all, your child's 
educational future that is being ruined by the senseless behavior of 
the Board of Trustees.
